Those Restrictive Clauses 

The city has encountered an 
other legal barrierito the free dis 
posal of property that has been | 
taken over forvarrears of taxes. In 
days gone by the owners of some 
subdivisions put them on the mar- 
ket under conditions which were | 
intended to guarantee the pur.| 
chasers,of lots that these should 
remain purely residential districts. 
Clauses were in the articles of sale 
by which the buyer bound himself 
to not build stores or other ‘busi- 
ness structures on his lots; and 
commonly there were also clauses 
which ‘bound him to erect a ‘resi- 
dence of a certain value within a| 
stipulated time. These conditions 
had to ‘becsimposed upon any sub- 
sequent buyer in event of re-sale 

The city has taken over lots in 
some of these subdivisions for 
back taxes, and wants ‘to sell 


them. Now the question comes up 
whether the city is bound by these 
restrictive clauses, or whether it 
can sell the lots to private parties 
without any conditions attached | 
as to what use they shall make of | 
them. TheJfinance committee of | 
the city council recommends that | 
the matter be threshed out in the | 
ecurts, with a view to establishing | 
theiity’s right to sell the proper- | 
ty without restrictions as to its 
future use. The question is one 
of very great importance to a 
large number yof property-owning 
tax-payers. [It was almost inevit 

able that it should crop up sooner 
or later, and there is a possibilit 
that it will viuly be settled after a 
prolonged of litigation, | 
perhaps goingyto the higher courts 
for ultimate decision, 

As illustrating the gravity of | 
the matter it may be pointed out 
that if the restrictions are declar 
ed off in respect to property taken | 
over by,the city, people who have 
purchased and built upon other 
lots in these subdivisions will have | 
a legitimate grievance They | 
would tbe still bound:+by the terms | 
of sale as to the purpose for which } 
they may use or sell their hold- 
ings,<(while the lots sold ‘by the 
city might ‘be put to uses whieh 
would materially depreciate their 
investment.
